PRESIDENT COOLIDGE has had the situa- 
f tion of the wheat farmers under review ever 
since he took office, and has apparently reached 
the conclusion that two avenues of effort are 
open to him for assistance. One is to take the 
lead in the organization of co-operative market- 
ing associations under the new federal farm 
credit laws, and the other is embodied in his 
request that the tariff commission inquire into 
the desirability of raising the tariff on wheat 
from 30 to 45 cents a bushel. 


Of the two it is probable that the first will 


prove much the more effective. If the United 
States were a wheat importing country a tariff 
might be of some use in raising the domestic 
price. But since we have annually 
a large 


wheat surplus for,export it follows that the 
world price of wheat dictates the price on the 
American farm. A tariff to keep out foreign 
wheat may have some effect on importations 
from Canada, but in the last year Canadian 
importations on which duty was paid were but a 
little over 17 million bushels. 
To-exclude that 


relatively small amount from entry would have 
but little effect on a situation created by a sur- 
plus of 200 million bushels, which is the basic 
fact behind the present low price of wheat. 


To organize co-operative marketing agen- 


cies, however, is to strike to the heart of the 
problem created by the surplus. 
We cannot 


control the price of wheat except as we can 
control the supply, and only some means where- 
by the flow of wheat may be impounded and 
held back.from flooding the market can have 
any effect. Tin's is, of course, one of the chief 
functions of a co-operative marketing associa- 
tion. The machinery for financing such asso- 
ciations is already set up, by law, but it re- 
quires some one to take the initiative in organiz- 
ing them to make the law effective. This is the 
task President Coolidge has set himself, and it 
should prove a productive and useful under- 
takirig.

Flint 
prosecuted the case and Gale defended 
Watts.

Although the city several years ago 


abandoned the river as a source of 
water supply, there is one .corpora- 
Crosse, the 
Wisconsin- 


icht and Power company, 


which is stul drawing water from 
the Mississippi. 


JTor two whole days about tbe mid- 
dle of September, when the city heat 
is turned on. the biR pumps down 
in the heating plant suck water from 
lif' river to fill the boilers and mains. 
The water is 
heated entirely by 


steam by the use of surface conden- 
sors. As tbe water passes through a 
surface condf nsor, it is forced through 
2500 small copper pipes, which, in 
turn, are run through steam. In this 
manner, the water Is heated quickly 
and thoroughly. 


A 350 hp. pump is used to force the 


water through the mains at an aver- 
age pressure- of seventy pounds. This 
pressure is increased -or decreased, 
according to the sf-verity of the wea- 
ther. The water leaves the .building 
through smaller pipes. The water re- 
turns to the plant through another 14 


inch, main but at a mueJi lower pres- 
sure.'

The fact that the playing ofx!he game is about the same as it ever 


was Is, of course, due to the fact that no changes have been made in the 
structure of the sport, that it id still—and ive hope always will be—a 
standardized game \vhich,in no material sense *vill be altered. 


Care in Conduct and Teaching 


But so far as officials are concerned, and coaches, too, the changes 


in the rules have brought about the necessity of great care tn tho conduct 


of the game on the one hand and tha 
teaching of it on the other. 
In the 


West Point-Tennessee game, for in- 
stance, spectators notiec^ thai vrhen a 
southern player interfered with tha 
defense on a forward pass thrown by 
the Dixie team it cost Tennessee fif- 
teen yards. 
Until this year interfer- 


ence by the offense cost the offending 
team only a down. It is things such 
as these that mean so little to ttie 
spectator and yet count for much in 
determining how well an official is 
fitted for his position, and how high- 
ly a coach is qualified for his teach- 
ing job. 


Teams must be taught to launch 


the pass without danger of .incurring 
penalties that may well prove dan- 
gerous, and officials must bo on the 
lookout to' note technical infractions 
when they occur.

Football men have reported

iheir coaches in much better condi- 
tion, taking tlje colleges throughout 
the country,'than was the case even 
a year ago. 
This is due to the fact

ness of manufacturing. 


"General business activity, at the first of the year," concluded Mr. 


Babson, "was running at 10 per cent above normal. A slight slackening in 
February gave way to another rise to approximately the same point in 
March.. By mid-summer we had crossed the nprmal line and gradually 
worked down to a point 5 per cent "below normal by August 1st.

Old Records of Denomination 


Tell History of Building 


Long Used 


I read with interest your article in 


the Sunday morning paper of Septem- 
ber 30, 1023. "Old Town Hall and 
First Fire Bell of City." 


I think someone must nave been 


misinformed a? to the .facts in the 
case 
I have before me the early rec- 
ords of the First Baptist church in 
•which I find that this church which 
the article calls "The Old Town Hall" 
was bni:t by the members of the First 
Baptist chnrr-h for a church edifice in 
1852. 
If was the first church build- 


Ing in Ln frosse and was begun in 
May and finished in !)f) days and wa= 
dedicated in August. 1S52. 
It stood 


on the southeast corner of the court- 
house square. Here the Baptists held 
services until 
they outgrow 
these 


quarters, when they besan to erect, a 
church on Sixth street where the 
present church stands. The basement 
•was finished and a roof put over it. 
seats were put.in. and the people met 
tere for services. The church on the 
courthouse square was rented to the 
Episcopalians. 
It was also rented 


out one nisht. ft week to the literary 
society, alr-o for n singing school, nnd 
the city used it for election purposes 
when 
needed, 
paying rent for the 


eacno. 


At a meeting of the church Novem- 


ber 17. 1S65. the following report 


was made: 
"The La Crosse county 


supervisors have accepted the propo- 
sition to pay the church the sum of 
$500 for their interest in the lots in 
block 25, and remove the' old church 
building to their lots on Si-sth street." 
Voted that the report be received, and 
committee 
__ dismissed. 
Mr. 
M. 
F. 


Colton the» made the following reso- 
lution: 
"Whereas, the county "super- 


visors have accepted the proposition 
of the committee to sell our interest 
in lots 6 and 7 of block 25. original 
plat of t!h« village, now city of La 
Crosse, for the sum of $500 and pay 
for the removal of the building. There- 
fore, resolved that the trustees of the 
First Baptist church of La Crosse be 
and are hereby authorized and in- 
structed to quit claim the lots above 


named to the county of L» Cross*. 
Seconded by, W. W. Ustick and unan- 
imously 
adopted. 
(Signed) 
Chas. 


Perrin, Church Clerk. 


The church was moved and put on 


the northwest corner of the lots on 
Sixth street. 
After the burning of 


the stone church, which had been 
completed and dedicated in November, 
1864, and which burned down on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1866, we enlarged the chapel, 
as we now called the litt'.e old first 
church, building, and held our services 
there. 


The third church we built was com. 


pleted and dedicated in 1871. 
We 


then used the chapel for Bible school 
purposes and social activities. 
On 


the morning of December 13, 1881, 
our cburch was again destroyed by 


fire and again our chapel fthe first 
ekurch) was untouched and we again 
held our services in the first church 
building erected in La Crosse. 


October 15, 1882, the fourth church 


(which is the church' which stands 
today) was dedicated. 
At one of the 


business meetings held «oon after, the 
church voted to donate "the chapel, 
with, the lamps, and and bell belong- 


ing to it," to the Scandinavians, who 
removed it to the corner of Seventh 
and Winnebago streets, where it now 
stands, 
somewhat 
remodeled 
and 


which now is the property of the Ger- 
man Baptists. I am quite certain that 
the old, bell was never used by the 
pity for fire alarms, not even when 
the two churches that stood beside it 


were consumed by flames.
